NEW “BOOTLEG” POISON 


The discovery has been announced by lite Indusrial Alcohol Division 
of the Prohibition Commissioner’s Department of an organization en­ 
gaged in wholesale treatment of denatured alcohol for the purpose of 
converting it into 
bootleg 
whiskey. 
Denatured alcohol can be pur­ 
chased in the open market without restriction for 35 cents a gallon, and 
this organization purports to nullify the poisonous character of the al­ 
cohol by chemical treatment. 
The process of changing denatured alcohol into so-called whiskey 
government chemists have ascertained, requires the use of either bi- 
chlorid of mercury, lysol, formaldehyde or some similar disinfectant, 
and after this process is completed the fluid must be colored, and in 
order to do this, iodine is being used in many instances, as well as 
lead. copper apd zinc poisons. 
This mixture results in a liquor which, although it may closely re 
semble grain alcohol in color and odor, it is asserted nevertheless con 
tains enough of the poisonous elements of wood alcohol to be a ser­ 
ious menace to the life of those who take a desperate chance in using 
it. 
In addition to the poisonous elements of denatured alcohol which 
remain in the liquor, the poisonous ingredients used in transforming it 
seriously affect the tissues of the body. 
The government authorities state that the liquor thus produced does 
not kill or bring about total blindness, immediately, as does pure wood 
alcohol, but it attacks the nerve tissues and digestive organs in such 
a way as to produce total paralysis within a year or two and event­ 
ually blindness and death. 
And yet there will be plenty of poor fools everywhere eager to pay 
high prices for the poison, and drink it. “What fools these mortals be! ”

It is a favorite argument of those who are opposed to the Ameri­ 
can valuation principle, that the American producers could, if that plan 
is adopted in our tariff bill, combine to raise the wholesale selling price 
of a particular article. 
But it is evident that this would result in per­ 
mitting the foreign competing article to enter and be sold at a still 
greater differential. 
For example, suppose an article of domestic manufacture has a 
wholesale selling price of $2.00 and the foreign competing article has 
a foreign valuation of $1,00, and the duty is 50 per cent based on the 
American valuation. 
Then the foreign article pays $1.00 duty and 
goes to the distributor on the same basis as the American article. 
But 
if a combine could be effected by the American producers of that 
article to raise the price to $2.50, the foreign article would then pay 
$1.25, and come in at $2.25, and go to the distributor at 25 cents un ­ 
der the price set by the American combine. 
ll is likely that the American producers would combine to give the 
foreign importer the advantage of this 25 cents differential?

In the opinion of treasury officials, receipts of income and profits 
taxes due March I 5 will show a decrease of more than $300,000,000 
as compared with collections by the government during March of last 
year. 
The Secretary of the Treasury estimates the first installment of taxes 
on incomes and profits for 192 j w ill amount to $460,000,000, as 
against more than $727,000,000 taken in by the government l&st 
March, for the corresponding installment of taxes for the year 1920. 
The estimates for the first quarter of the present year, Mr. Mellon 
said, are subject to some uncertainty because of the shrinkage in bus­ 
iness and profits during the calendar year 1921. 
Against the $460,000,000 expected this week, the Treasury had 
outstanding about $530,OOO,OOO in treasury certificates of indbeted- 
ness maturing March 15, but announced a new issue of certificates of 
$250,000,000 of the same date.

INCREASED RAILWAY CONSTRUCTION 


Statistics published by the Railway Age indicate that more con­ 
struction work is under way or projected by the railways for 1922 
than for several years past. 
This was attributed to the shortage of 
railway facilities and the improvement in railway net earnings within 
recent months. 
“ It is significant,” says the Age, "that public a n ­ 
nouncement already has been made to construct over 500 miles of new 
lines this year, and contracts already have been let for at least half.” 
The improved condition of the railroad business will be cheering 
news to the entire country, as it indicates a decided change for the bet­ 
ter in business conditions generally.
